DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on August 27, 2008, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 41 and 
46-48, as well as, the addition of new claims 92-93. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
2nd paragraph for claims 53-54, 63, 65, 67 and 89 have been overcome by the amendment and 
has hereby been withdrawn for consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendments, filed August 27, 2008, with respect 
to claims 39-40, 49-50, 53-54, and 75 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 39-40, 49-50, 53-54, and 75 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Crane et al (6,657,031 and 
2002/0089067) has been withdrawn. Crane et al fails to teach the photocleavable centers as 
defined in the instantly written claims. The rejection of claims 39-40, 49-50, 53-54, and 75 
under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Crane et al (7,109,061) has been withdrawn. 
Crane et al fails to teach the photocleavable centers as defined in the instantly written claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 39-40, 42-45, and 49-93 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone 
or in combination, fails to expressly teach and/or fairly suggest a photosensitive adhesive 
composition obtained by polymerization and/or crosslinking, wherein said adhesive comprises 
bifunctional monomers having photocleavable center units defined by the instant formula (I), (II), 
(1), (2), (3) and (4) as found in instant claim 39. Additionally, the prior art, alone or in 
combination, fails to teach a bifunctional monomer as defined in claims 76-79. The prior art, 
alone or in combination, fails to teach methods for preparing bifunctional monomers including a 
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photo-cleavable center comprising at least one photo-cleavable unit and at least two 
polymerizable units linked by covalent skeleton to said photo-cleavable center as defined in 
claims 80-82, 84-86, and 92.
